LIMITING SPEED OF GARS ON 
PACKARD ST. 


The speed of the cars gn Packard st. is 
now limited to 12 miles an hour,- until 
the injunction suit started ky the city 
and against the D.,@&. & A. A. railway 
ean ‘be settled. 

Tt will be remembered that the ordi- 
nance limits the rate of speed to 8 
miles an hour and that a temporary in- 
junction was taken out by City Attor- 
ney Butterfield.

A FORMER DECREE HAD BEEN GRANTED 
BUT SET ASIDE. 


A |UNAY TILT BETWEEN ATTORNEYS 
SAWYER AND BENNETT. 


The very sensational and hotly con- 
tested divorce case of Alice Freer VS. 
Nelson Freer occupied the attention of 
of the circuit court today. 

The complainant ‘was “formerly a 
teacher in the public schools here and 
married the défendant, a }o0ung attor- 
ney-at-law, in September, 1892.

From the testimony it was evident 
that both sides desired a divorce, but 
the main contest seemed to be who 
would be given the title to a $1,050 house 
and lot, with a $500 mortgage attached 
thereto, in the village of Chelsea. _ 

The complainant swore that he called 
her vile names, accused her of unchas- 
tity, struck her three times, and thai 
she was obliged to take boarders and 
roorers to support themselves. All this 
the defendant denied in ‘toto. 

A. very funny conversation took place 
between Attorney Sawyer, fer the com- 
plainant, and Attorney Bennett, for the 
defendant, during the testimony of the 
complainant. ; 

She said that before she had married 
Mr. Freer she had been keeping com- 
pany with a student named Laulbeneck. 
Through him she had maintained a long 
correspondence with his sister in IHi- 
nois. That this sister had invited her 
when she went to the World’s fair to 

isit them at their home in Central Illi- 
nois. After she had married Freer she 
told him of the invitation and she sug- 
gested that they both go. While in Chi- 
cago she spoke to him about going aud 
a day was arranged for it.

CHURCH FAIRS DICUSSED 
IN BUSINESS MEN’S CLASS. 


At the ‘business men’s class yesterday 
morning, Judge Cheever led the discus- 
sion upon ithe subject of “Church fairs; 
their effect upon the church and com- 

‘munity. ‘He considered that church 
fairs which entered into any .form of 
transaction that savored of gambling 
or any methods in the remotest degree 
akin to gambling, was a damage to the 
church and community and could not be 
condemned in terms sufficiently strong. 
He thought that the ehurch should come 
out strongly and boldly in fighting all 
evils; that no compromise should be 
made with evil of any description, and 
he thought that if tthe church would 
take a firm stand in that direction it 
would meet with such favor with the 
people at large that money would be 
poured into the church treasury to meet 
all requirements of church needs. 

Dr. Bradshaw stated -that he fully 
agreed with most everything that Judge 
Cheever said. He said that no device 
which, in the slightest degree, savored 
of chance should be countenanced by 
the church. On the contrary he thought 
that if fairs were held by the ladies of 
the church, where material anid various 
articles were donated or even pur- 
chased in the usual manner and the 
same were disposed of at a reasonable 

only 
could there be no harm in this but 
might be a source of benefit to the indi- 
vidudls who purchased these things as 
well as to the church. But under no 


i condition should any more be asked for 


the articles sold than they were actual- 
ly worth, and no one should be asked 
to purchase who did not wish to do So. 
He thought that under such conditions 
many persons who wished to make hol- 
iday presents would consider it a priv- 
ilege and benefit to obtain them where 
they could feel that they were receiving 
full value for their money, and at the 
same time were doing good to the 
church.

THE GOOD OLD TIMES. 


Past Women Distanced by Women of 
2 Today. 

The woman of today is a far more 
vigorous. creature than her sister of 
olden times. It has drifted into a tra- 
dition that people should praise the

or woman who belongs to another 
generation should revile that which is 
present ‘and praise that which is past, 
but honesty, candor and _ absolute 
keen-sightedness forces one to the 
opinion that never in any age that 
has joined the shadowy has-been were 
there ever women of such vigor and 
fortitude as today live and have their 
being in our social raks. The mothers 
of heroines in the revolution or duty- 
bound servitors of the rebellion could 
not vie with the debutante of today, 
who proves the wonderful power of 


her constitution as well as that of| 


her country’s by an enduring and 
never-flagging strength that many a 
man might envy. The routine of a 
day in her life is enough to stagger 
most men. One or two lunches, 
half dozen teas, a dinner, the opera 
and a ball ending at daybreak with a 
chafing-dish repast is a programme 
sufficiently severe to wear out the 
beauty and the digestion of a veteran, 
yet which apparently has no power 
to feaze dozens of delicately reared, 
delicately built women. Have women 
stronger constitutions than men? Is 
the modern code of athletic indul- 
gence the secret of woman’s physical 
present-day superiority over that of 
our mothers and grandmothers? Is 
the race being vitalized by the de- 
mands of social life?
